Houfe of Commons, the Road to Preferment ; of 
which the Earl of Strafford and Noy were the moft 
remarkable Inftances, who, from great’ Patriots, 
became the chief Affertors of defpotic Power. But 
this ferved only to exafperate the reft; for he had 
not Places enough for all that expected them, nor 
Money enough to bribe them. ’Tis true, he raifed 
great Sums of Money upon the People ; but it be- 
ing without Authority of Parliament, and having 
no Army to back him, it met with fuch Difficulties 
in the railing, tha it did him little good, and ended 
at laft in his Ruin; tho’, by the Means of a long 
and miferable War, which brought us from one 
Tyranny to another: For the Army had got all 
Things into their Power, and governed the Nation 
by « Council of War, which made all Parties join 
in calling in Charles the Second: So that he came 
in with the general Applaufe of the People, who, 
in a kind Fit, gave him a vaft Revenue for Life. 

By this he was evabled to Yaife an Army, and 
bribe the Parliament, which he did to the Purpofe : 
But being a luxurious Prince, he could not part 
with great Sums at once. He only fed them from 
Hand to Mouth: So that tley found it as neceflary 
tv keep him in as conftant Dependence upon them 
as they had upon him. They knew he would give 
them ready Money no longer than he had abfolute 
Necedlity for them ; and he had not Places enough 
in his Difpofal to fecure a Majority in the Houfe: 
For in thofe early Days the Art was not found out 
of fplitting and multiplying Places; as inftead of a 
Lord T r, to have Five Lords of the T: y3 
inftead of a L—d Ad 1, to have Seven Lords of 
the Ad————-y ; to have Seven Commiffioners of 
the C ms, Nine of the Ex—fe, Fourteen of the 
N—y-Office, Ten of the St—p-Office, Eight of 
the Pr—ze-Office, Sixteen of the Commiftioners of 
Tr—de, Two of the P—ft-Office, Four of the 
Tranfports, Four for Hackney-Coaches, Four for 
Wine-Licences, Four for the Victualling-Office, 
and Multitudes of other Offices which are endlefs to 
enumerate. 

I believe the Gentlemen, who have the good For- 
tune to be in fome of thefe Employments, wi!l think 
I complement them, if I fhould fay they have not 
been better executed fince they were in fo many 
Hands than when in fewer: And I muft confefs, 
I fee no Reafon why they may not be twice as many, 
and fo on ad infinitum, unlefs the Number be af- 
certained by Act of Parliament. And what Dan- 
ger this may be to our Conftitution, I think of 
with Horror: For if, in Ages to come, they 
fhould be all given to Parliament-men, what will 
become of our fo much boafted Liberty ? What 
fhall be done, when the Criminal becomes the 
Judge, and the Malefactors are left to try them- 
felves? We may be fure, their common Danger will 
unite them ; and they will all ftand by one another. 

I-do notfpeak this byGuefs;-for I have read of a 
Country where there was a conftant Series of Mif- 
management for many Years together, and yet no 
Body was punifhed, And even in our own Coun- 
try, I believe, fome Men now alive can remember 
the Time when, if the King had had but twenty 
more Places in his Difpofal, or had difpofed of thote 
he had to the beft Advantage, the Liberty of Eng- 
land had been at an End. 

I would not be underftood quite to exclude Par- 
liament-men from having Places: For a Man may 
ferve his Country in two Capacities. But I would 
not have it to be a Qualification for a Place ; be- 
caufe a poor Borough thinks a Man fit to reprefent 
them, that therefore he muft be a Statefman, a Law- 
yer, a Soldier, an Admiral, and what not? 

If this Method fhould be taken in a future Reign, 
the People muft not expect to fee Men of Ability 
or Integrity in any Places, while they hold them by 
no other Tenure than the Diflervice they do their 
Country in the Houfe of Commons, and are fure 
to be turned out upon every prevalent Faction on 
the other Side. They muft then never expect to 
fee the Houfe of Commons act vigoropfly for the 
Intereft either of King or People ; but’ fome wal 
fervilely comply with the Court to keep their Places: 
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Others will oppofe it as unreafonably to get them. 
And thofe Gentlemen whofe: Defigns are for their 
Country’s Intereft, will grow weary of the bett 
Form of Government in the World, thinking, by 
Miftake, the Fault is in our Conftitution, 


I have heard of a Country where the Difputes «a 


about Offices, to the Value of 30000 /. per dant 


have made Six Millions ineffe€tual.

It is natural to run from one Extream to anothers 
and this Policy will at laft turn upon any Court that 


ufes it: For, if they fhould be refolved to give_all So 
Offices to Parliament-men, the People will think~ ®& 


themfelves under a Neceflity to obtain a Law, ‘that 
they fhall give none, which has been more than once 
attempted in our own Time. Indeed, tho’ there 
may be no great Inconvenience in fuffering a few 
Men that have Places to be in that Houfe, fuch as 
come in naturally, without any indireé&t Means ; 
yet it will be fatal to us to have many: For all wife 
Governments endeavour as much as poffible to keep 
the Legiflative and Executive Parts afunder, that they 
may be a Check upon one another. Our Govern- 


ment trufts the King with no Part of the Legiflative 4 


but a Negative Voice, which is abfolutely neceflary 
to preferve the Executive. One Part of the Duty 
of the Houfe of Commons is to puanifh Offenders, 
and redrefs the Grievances occafioned by the Exe- 
cutive Part of the Government: And how can 
that be done, if they fhouid happen to be the fame 
Perfons, unlefs they would be public-fpirited enough 
to hang or drown themfelves? 

But in my Opinion, in another Thing of no lefs 
Importance, we deviated in Charles the Second’s 
Time from our Conftitution: For tho’ we were in 
a Capacity of punifhing Offenders, yet wedid not 
know legally who they were. The Law has been 
always very tender of the Perfon of the King; and 
therefore has difpofed the Executive Part of the 
Government in {uch proper Channels, that what- 
foever lefler Exceiles are committed, they are im- 
puted to him, but his Minifters are accountable for 
them. His Great Seal is kept by his Chancellor; 
his Revenue by his Treafurer ; his Laws are exe- 
cuted by his Judges; his Fleet is managed by his 
Lord High Admire] ; who are all accountable for 
their Misbehaviour, 

Formerly all Matters of State and Difcretion 
were debated and refolved in the Privy-council, 
where every Man fubfcribed his Opinion, and was 
an{werable for it. The late King Charles was the 
fiift who broke this moft excellent Part of our 
Conttitution, by fettling a Cabal or Cabinet Coun- 
cil, where all Matters of Confequence were debated 
and refolved, and then brought to the Privy-Coun- 
cil to be confirmed. 

The firft Foorfteps we have of this Council, in 
any Eurct@an Governments, were in Charles the 
Ninth’s ‘Vime of France, when, refolving to maf- 
fucre the Proteftants, he durft not truft his Council 
with it; but chofe a few Men whom he called his 
Cabinet council: And, confidering what a Genea- 
logy it had, *tis no Wonder it has been fo fatal both 
to King and Peceple. To the King: For whereas 
our Conftitution has provided Minifters in the feve- 
ral Parts of the Government, to anfwer for Mif- 
carriages, and to skreen him from the Hatred of the 
People; this, on the contrary, protects the Minie 
fters, and expofes the King to all the Complaints 
of his Subjects. And it is as dangerous to the Peoe 
ple: For, whatever Mifcarriages there are, no bady 
can be punifhed for them; for they juftify theme 
felves by a Sign-manual, or perhaps a private Dj- 
rection from the King’ And then we have run it 
fo far, that we cannot follow it. The Confequence. 
of this muft be continual Heart-burnings between 
King and People ; and no one can fee the Event.

At the Affizes held at Reading on Wednefday 
fe’nnight, came on the remarkable Trial of Thomas 
Chandler who had fome Time ago fued the County 
for 9601. having, as he pretended, been robbed of 
that Sum within fix Miles of Reading, between 
Sun and Sun, by two Bargemen, and then gained a 
Verdi&t ; but the County having a ftrong Sufpicion 
of a Fraud, did not pay the Money, and have fince 
traced moft of the Bank Notes which he pretended 
to lofe, that were negociated by himfelf; on which 
the Jewry brought him in guilty, and was fentenced 
to ftand in the Pillory at Reading, which he did 
laft Saturday, and is to be tranfported for feven 
Years. Alfo Mary Fooks was convicted for ftealing 
a Guinea from off a Counter of Mr. Reddington, a 
Grocer in this Town. And at the Affizes held 
at Hylesbury the fame Day Edward Jenkins, a 
Bargeman was convi€ted, as being a Confederate to 
a large Gang of fuch Villains as himfclf, who fo 
much infefted Windfor and the Neighbourhood of 
New Windfor 14 Months ago, and committed fo 
many Robberies and Burglaries. 

On Thurfday fe’nnight Henry Chittock of 
Thwaite, in Suffolk an outlawed Smuggler, was 
taken at an Inn at Somerfham, by a Party of Dra- 
goons, who are ordered to guard him to London. 

By Letters from Turo in Cornwall, we hear 
that on Sunday the 24 ult. they had a moft violent 
Storm of Thunder and Lightning, which did fo 
much Damage to the Church of St. Etham, about 
three Miles from that Place, that it is thought it 
muft be rebuilt, a large Beam of Oak, about half 
a Yard round, was broken to Pieces, and the Stone 
Tower in great Part beat down.

The Lightning 
beat out great Part of the Eaft Side of the Tower, 
and threw down feveral large Stones both within and 
without ; it burft thro’ from within near the Top, 
and has left a large hideous Opening; it has like- 
wife carried off the North Eaft Pinnacle; fome of 
the Stones falling on the Church have beat in the 
Roof, and Jaid all level with the Ground where 
they fell; others were dafhed down all round the 
Place, and fome of them were carried to a great 
Diftance before they fell ; and thefe muft have been 
thrown with Prodigeous Force, for fuch as fell 
againft any hard Body were ground to Powder, and 
others lie buried in the Earth; fome of them feem 
to have been toffed into the Air when they broke 
loofe from the Building, for they have lighted in 
fome Places, to which they could not come in a di- 
rect Line, without beating down Part of the Par- 
fonage Houfe, which has efcaped untouched; /the 
Lightning has left Marks of -its. Violence in many 
Parts of the Church, yet, tho’ it has thrown down 
fome large Stones from one of the Windows, and 
made a Gap about an Inch wide in the Lentel of 
another, it cannot be feen that it has cracked one 
Pane of Glafs. This happened but a few Hours a¥- 
ter the People were gone out of Church. It is re-
